The 
Southern 
Pacific, announcts 


:hat new service to the Yosemlte Val- 
ley, in connection with the Tosemite 
Valley Railroad Company, will begin 
about March 1 next. 


The eighty mile stage ride will be 


done away with. The new railway ex- 
tends from Merced Falls to the boun- 
dary 
of Yosemlte National 
Park, 


twelve miles from the center of the 
valley. Thence over a turnpike either 
an automobile or stage line will convey 
passengers quickly to the hotels. Fif- 
teen hundred men are now at work 
and the last rail will be laid by Feb- 
ruaiy 15 next.

The People Stand by Roosevelt. 


It was fortunate for the Republican party that it had so popular 


and able a leader and so aggressive and resourceful a politician as 
Theodore Roosevelt in the Presidential chair, else it would have fared 
badly in the off-year elections. As it is, the Republicans have, gen- 
eraly speaking, scored a victory 
throughout 
the 
country. 
The 


losses in Congressmen are comparatively small; on the other hand, 
they have gained a Senator in Colorado and captured two -House 
seats in Kentucky. 


In New York State, on which the eyes of the nation were fixed, 


the decisive victory for Hughes is a personal triumph for the Presi- 
dent. But for the tremendous exertions put forth by the national 
administration Hearet would undoubtedly have carried the State, 
notwithstanding the defection in the Democratic ranks and 
the 


treachery of Boss McCarren in Brooklyn. The President sent four 
members of his Cabinet to make speeches and Secretary Cortelyou 
to raise money, bes.ides writing a personal letter appealing to the 
voters to elect Hughes as an endorsement of the national adminis- 
tration. 


The effect was electrical on the Republicans of the interior. The 


apathy and indifference which had previously characterized the cam- 
paign in the rural districts disappeared, and the farmers rolled up 
mighty majorities for the Republican ticket. 


Despite McCarren's open opposition in Brooklyn, Hearst car- 


ried King's county, but his majority below the Bronx was only 
about half what he expected. His managers counted on about 
150,000, but the returns gave him a little more than 75,000, while 
Hughes' up-State vote was up to high-water mark. With McClel- 
lan, McCarren and the old lieutenants of Croker knifing him, the 
Parker, Belmont, Sheehan wing of the Democracy openly fighting 
him, Hearst did well to get the vote he did. 
His 
exhibition of 


strength was surprising. This result must be ascribed in part to the 
efforts of Charles F. Murphy, the Tammany boss, who stood by 
Hearst loyally. 


In Pennsylania the President's endorsement of the Republican 


candidate for Governor was sufficient to give him the election in 
spite of a formidable fusion 
opposition. 
Massachusetts, Con- 


necticut, Delaware, West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin all gave a good account of themselves. Out 
here in California the administration help given Mr. Gillett by 
Secretary Metcalf undoubtedly turned a large vote in his favor at 
the last moment. 


On the whole, the party has done remarkably v. ell, thanks to 


the President's popularity and his genius for leadership. 


The Victory in California. 


California salutes the President. She responded to his call by 


electing the entire Republican State ticket, eighf Republican Con- 
gressmen and a Legislature strongly Republican in both branches. 
The plurality for Mr. Gillett is smaller than it should have been, but 
it is, nevertheless, a handsome one. It is large enough to rebuke the 
false and malicious clamor raised against him to bring about his-de- 
feat. 


Alameda county did its duty by the Governor-elect and the entire 


Republican ticket. It has given every Republican candidate, State and 
county, with perhaps one exception, a substantial majority. Judges 
Henshaw and Hall were treated handsomely by the Alameda voters. 
If the Republicans in other counties had stood as loyally by their 
party as the men of Alameda county did very few Democrats wojild 
have been elected in the State. 


Still, the victory is a fairly satisfactory one under the cimcum- 


stances. 
Tt shows that California and Alameda county are impreg- 


nably Republican. 


Mr. Bryan campaigned in Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, 
Michigan, 


Wisconsin and Iowa, and all those States have gone heavily Re- 
publican. He endorsed Hearst in New York by letter and Bell in 
California through the editorial columns of the Commoner. 
Both 


are defeated. However, Mr. Bryan seems to have saved Senator Joe 


i Bailey in Texas. 


The citi?ens of San Francisco are to be congratulated on the 


defeat of Frank French for the Senate and the re-election of Judge 
Lawlor. The retention of Judge Lawlor on the Superior Bench is an 
especial cause for public congratulation. The character of the can- 
didates opposed to him and the motives which prompted the fight 
on Lawlor were equally disreputable. Although Judge Lawlor was 
the Democratic nominee, THE TRIBUNE urged that the supreme 
necessity for a clean judiciary demanded his election. The result is 
both gratifying and reassuniag. 


Rather Rough on Wheeler. 


The Sacramento Bee says President Benjamin Icle Wheeler 


seems to think the political salvation of California rests upon his 
shoulders 
He was interviewed, says the Bee, in Los Angeles with 


regard to the efforts to down Ruef in San Francisco, and according 
to a telegraphic report he "hastened his departure for the north be- 
cau^e of the crisis that had arisen1" And since his arrival at the bay 
he has issued a signed statement declaring that he has not recom- 
mended lynching. 


Dr. Wheeler denies making the more incendiary utterances at- 


tributed to htm, but the Los Angeles papers insist that he was cor- 
rectly reported. It is too bad if he has fallen into the habit which 
has marred the usefulness of President David Starr Jordan, of mak- 
ing ill-considered statements and then denying their authenticity 
after they appear in print. The practice of lying to avoid criticism 
is not onl> in contemptibly bad taste, but it is futile in the final 
anahsis. 


For the sake of the State University we hope Dr. Wheeler was 


misreportecl. 


"Benjamin Ide Wheeler takes himself too seriously," continues 


the Sacramento paper. "There was no crisis in San Francisco de- 
manding his return 
He would never have been missed had he re- 


mained in the southland, or gone quietly back to Berkeley and at- 
tended to his own, business. He is too much in evidence at all times, 
except when he is needed." 


It is unfortunately true that the president of the Berkeley uni- 


versity is addicted to leaping into the limelight on all occasions, 
but he is not to be blamed for taking himself so seriously. Benja- 
min Ide Wheeler is quite the most important person in his estima- 
tion that exists in our day. 


The Oakland Fire Department showed praiseworthy diligence 


and efficiency in putting out the fire on Twelfth and Madison 
streets Monday night. Had the flames gained greater headway a 
large district would have been laid in ashes. As it was, the Fire 
Department was only able to check the fire and hold it within its 
original boundaries by putting forth tremendous exertions with the 
utmost promptitude. The large quantity of inflammable material 
and gasoline in the burned garage made the fire dangerous and 
difficult to suhdue, but the firemen proved themselves equal to the 
emergency. They are entitled to the thanks of the public. Chief 
Ball is to be congratulated on the efficiency and discipline of his 
force. 


As far as can be ascertained from the imperfect returns 
the 


Democrats have elected a majority of the Appellate Judges in the 
First and Third Districts. The judges-elect in the First District ap- 
pear to be Cooper and Dooling (Democrats) and Hall (Republican). 
In the Third District Hughes and McLaughlin 
(Democrats) 
and 


Hart (Republican) are seemingly elected, though final returns may 
elect Burnett over McLaughlin for Associates. Hughes has un- 
doubtedly beaten Judge Chtpman for Presiding Justice. The Demo- 
crats have elected five and possibly seven Senators. The 
elected 


ones are Kennedy in San Francisco, Cartright of Fresno, Miller 
in Tulare, Sanford of Mendocino and Curtin of Tuolumne. If Abner 
Weed is defeated in the Shasta district and Dunbar elected in So- 
noma, the Democrats will have seven 
hold-overs in the next 


Legislature. There is a possibility also that Montgomery has de- 
feated the regular Republican nominee in Santa Clara

White Pine county, Nev., In the Bald 
Mountain 
district, and sixty 
miles 


north of Ely. 


The purchaser is C. D. Galvin of 


Oakland, Cal., -nho has been develop- 
ing the property for the past four 
months and, as a result of this work, 
the property has been favorably re- 
ported upon by two noted Eastern ex- 
perts, and the mine will pass to the 
Copper Basin Mining & Smelting com- 
pany, composed of Boston and 
New 


York capitalists. 


The 
name 
of 
the 
company 
is 


descriptive of the ore deposit, which 
Is found in a natural basin 1200 feet 
in width, between 
porphyry dikes 


which e\idently brought the mineral 
solutions to the surface. 


This ore has been quarried from 


surface cuts and directly from 
the 


grass roots has averaged by carload 
lots 8.83 per cent copper and J9.68 In 
gold and silver, as reduced at the Salt 
Lake smelter.

Mr. ana Mrs. Charles Elliott and 


Mrs. Wheeier -were the only adults on 
the place. The Elliotts are old people, 
who came from California, and 
are 


said to have given considerable prop- 
erty to the community. Mrs. Wheeler 
Is a thin, ascetic looking old woman, 
•whose eyes seem to hypnotize the chil- 
dren into obedience of her slightest or- 
der. 


Within the last eighteen months, 


Agent Kerr learned, nineteen children 
were sent to the ranch. Most of the 
little ones were from orphanages. Only 
seven of the nineteen survive. 
Two 


are feeble-minded. It Is said the rig- 
orous discipline to which they have 


been subjected, with the lack of proper 
food, has made every one of the little 
ones an Imbecile. 


When the humane agents arrived at 


the camp the children, none of whom 
is more than ten years old, were se- 
dately occupied in severe tasks. They 
looked like little old men and women. 
All of the boys had long hair, and none 
of them was clean. None of them bore 
any marks of beatings, but all of them 
said they had always been hungry ever 
since they- came to the ranch. 


They are fed strictly on vegetables. 


They are kept together always 
and 


must get permission from Mr. Rose 
before absenting themselves from the 
others for even a few minutes. They 
all sleep In tents. 


The brotherhood was founded some 


years ago in New York by E. P. White. 
For a time It maintained a home in 
North Denver, where there were sev- 
eral scandals over the death of infant?. 
Then it removed the home to Arboles. 
The Humane Society will take charge 
of the children.

Johannes Pfltzner, shoe dealer at 964 McAllister street, killed by Siemsen and Dabner with a window weight on 


the afternoon of August 20. The robbers obtained $140 In cash and a $200 watch. 


J. H. Dockweller, held up by Siemsen, Dabner and a third man at Pacific avenue and Bush street on the 


night of August 18 and robbed of $5.

William Friede, clothier at I486 Market street, murdered by Siemsen and Dabner on the afternoon of Septem- 


ber 14. A > small amount of money was obtained by the robbers. The weapon used was a piece of gasplpe. 


M. Munakata, manager of the Japanese bank at O'Farrell and Webster streets, murdered, and his assistant, A. 


Sasaki, nearly killed by Siemsen and Dabner on the morning of October llth, the murderers striking their vic- 
tims down with a piece of gasplpe. The robbers got away with 52200. 


Harry A. Behrend, jeweler at 1323 Steiner street, attacked by Slmesen, Dabner and a third man last Saturday 


afternoon, November 3, and badly beaten with a railroad fishplate. He foxight the robbers and succeeded In hold- 
Ing Dabner until the police arrived. The two, robbers who escaped took $75 from the safe. 


STORY TOLD BY LOUIS DABNER 


Moved by a father's appeal, Louis V. Dabner, an eighteen-year-old youth from Petaluma, has confessed 
to 


complicity in three gasplpe murders and a score of holdups in San Francisco. 
Confronted 
by this confession, 


John Siemsen, the Kanaka, accused by Dabner, corroborated In e%rery detail, the story told by his confederate. 
Both confessions were made in the presence of high police officials and without coercion or promise of reward. 
They clear up the mystery surrounding the crimes which have terrorized San Francisco and baffled the police for 
months. 


Besides the three cases of murder and robbery already mentioned, and the robbery and attempted murder 


of Jeweler Harry A. Behrend last Saturday, young Dabner voluntarily declared himself and Siemsen guilty of the 
Leland, Dockweller and Glllon holdups. A third man was associated with them in only the Dockweiler and Behren 
holdups, according to the confession, but had nothing to do with the murders. 
The police know this third robber 


and are in search of him.

We jumped a fence and 
went through a private yard and out 
the front way. We saw a fellow stand 
and look at us, but i\e kept running. 
We left two old black overcoats, three- 
quarter size, two slouch hats and a 
few of Leland's keys in a chicken- 
house back of an empty house on Fil- 
bert or Greenwich street, between Bu- 
chanan and Laguna. We stayed in the 
chicken house about half an hour and 
then went home My •principal reason 
for confessing this crime is because 
an innocent man. has been convicted 
of it.
